B.  Newcomers: 

The  basic  qualification  is  the  same  as  for  newcomers  in  the  fruit 
puree,  etc.  categoriies.  Additionally,  however,  applicant  must  be 
in  receipt  of  an  import  order  from  domestic  manufacturer  of  fruit 
juice  and/or  drinks.  Specific  amounts  of  allocations  to  qualified 
applicant  will  be  decided  later  at  import  allocation  review  meeting.

The  newsletter  is 
transmitted  overseas  monthly  to  our  Agricultural  Officers  where  they 
distribute  it  to  agricultural  importers.  In  addition,  the  newsletter  is 
translated  into  Japanese,  Spanish,  French,  Italian,  and  Greek.
